The meeting was called to order 
at Ilam, As neither the presi- 
dent or vice-president are now iu 
the’ inspectorate, a temporary 
chairman was elected, which honor 
‘went. to Chas.

Playground Movement,” by In- 
spector Thibaudeau. He pointed 
out how the leading educators are 
all advocating larger playgrounds.
